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A Peculiar List. 


In another colum n we publish the 
price list of stationery aud other s u p ­ 
plies awarded by the supervisors iu 
May last under contract system with 
the luwest bidders. 
The co ntiact fur 
statiuDery wa3 awarded to Vela 
& 
Piccardo; for provisions and ciotbiDg 
to Ginoochio Bros. 
Under the law, 
all supplies for county officers and 
hospital m ust be contracted for a n n u ­ 
ally with the luwest bidder, after due 
public notice for bids. 
T his is a wise 
law, and it carried out according to 
its sp irit and 
intent wonld exert a 
salutary otfect upon the Unances of 
the county. 
R ut no m atter how wise­ 
ly a law may be framed for the safe­ 
guarding of public interests, it will 
inevitably fail ot its purpose if the 
details in the carrying out thereof are 
allowed to be dictated 
by private 
rath er than publio motives. 
If the 
call tor bids is so fashioned as to be 
clouded with uncertainty, asking for 
articles th a t are not in existence, and 
therefore oannot be f u r n i s h e d o r , on 
the other hand, if those having charge 
of the allowance of the bills are care­ 
less in the discharge of their duties, 
passing 
them for paym ent w ithout 
satisfying 
themselves whether they 
conform w ith the requirem ents of law 
or the terms ot the contract p ricelist, 
of course the Jaw m ust fail in its 
beneficent effect. 
E ternal vigilance 
is necessary through every stage ot 
the game, from the passage of the law 
to the final paym eut of the claim, 
and if one link in the extended chain 
is weak or inefficient, the penalty, so 
far as the innocent public is concern­ 
ed, is too often the same as though 
the law had been designedly framed 
for vicious ends. 
With the price-list for hospital su p ­ 
plies we make no adverse comment. 
We do nut understand such things 
sufficiently to discuss details. 
To the 
uninitiated, however, the list, both 
ct articles and prices, bears the stamp 
of good faith. 
There is nothing of 
the pitfall m ethod about it th a t we 
can detect. 
The bid shows on its face 
th at every article enum erated is ex­ 
pected to be called for, and furnished 
at the price stated. 
B ut with the stationery bid it is 
different. 
When 
the proposals for 
these supplies were first published, 
the Ledger called attention to the 
peculiar 
character 
of 
the list of 
articles. 
Leaving the contract prices 
out ot consideration for the mom ent, 
the list itself awakens distrust, 
i t 
creates the suspicion th at it was in ­ 
tended to shut out, instead of invite, 
com petition. 
Anyone having even a 
sm attering knowledge of stationery, 
will see at a glanoe th at the list is 
full o f ‘‘jok ers,’’ calculated to sid e­ 
track the intending bidder in good 
faith. 
'The earm arks of good faith are 
Jacking. 
A man thoroughly posted in 
such m atters would naturally hesitate 
to bid to r such a list of “ so-called’’ 
stationary supplies, because ot 
its 
unintelligible, am biguous and co n­ 
tradictory character. 
I t is possible 
th a t present officials who have to do 
with calling for proposals, or letting 
contracts, are not aware of its pe­ 
culiar make-up. 
i t is their business, 
however, to get posted, more especial­ 
ly when intim ations have been public­ 
ly made, as íd the present case, that 
th e list was out of plum b. 
The tru th 
is this list is a relic of long ago. 
i t 
was conoocted m the d istant past, and 
has doubtless gathered moss with the 
passing years. 
L et it be remembered 
th a t for many years past, until the 
present year, the stationery oontraot 
has been in the hands of the same 
business firm or bouse, and that house 
olosely related to or identified with 
one or more county officials, or the 
local adm inistration. 
For successive 
years th e co ntract was held by the 
1' rneman E state Go., and the relatio n ­ 
ship embraced the d istrict atto rn ey’s 
office and the sheriff’s office. 
T’bere- 
alter the former sheriff became sole 
proprietor 
of 
the local stationery 
etore, and the contract for stationery 
supplies was held by him. 
Through 
nearly all these years there was little 
or 
no 
com petition. 
Odb bid was 
usually presented, and th at was the 
successful 
bid. 
We 
cannot assert, 
because we do not know, th a t the ex­ 
traordinary draft ot the proposals for 
bids, and the no-com pelition fact, are 
due wholly or partially to the above 
stated facts. 
We sim ply m ention the 
circumstances, and leave our readers 
to draw th eir own inferences. 
Now let us critically examine the 
“ so-called” stationery list, in con ­ 
nection with the prices attached to 
some ot the a rtic le s: Here is the first 
ite m : 
No. 1 best quality legal cap, 1G lbs., 
Royal mills, per ream, $2.60. 
Stripped of the “ JSo 1” and the 
“ Royal m ills,” this item is in tellig i­ 
ble enough. 
The weight determines 
th e quality, and the “ No 1 best” 
• 
appears to have been injected for the 
purpose of mystification. 
A ream 
consists of 1000 sheets of such goods, 
and the price given is amply sufficient 
to cover the actual cost of m an u ­ 
fa c tu re r’s 
list price, 
with cost ot 
freight to Jackson added. 
'The con ­ 
tractor m ight furnish the goods with 
profit, if the contract is Jived up to. 
But here is inore in the paper line: 
No 1 best foolscap, 16 lbs, per ream 90 
No 1 best bill cap, 16 lbs, per ream 65 
No. 2 legal cap, 161bs, per ream

No 2 foolscap, 16 lbs, per ream 
12

items, there are no such goods in the 
wholesaler’s price list.

not be furnished if called for, and 
hence the price tor 16 ibs. 
could be 
safely fixed at a less sum than would 
have to be paid for a single pound of 
the paper of the nearest grade to the 
im possible article. 
'The envelope items are in precisely 
the same fix. 
O ut of six lines of 
“ so-called” sizes and grades, only 
two are called for, and 
these are 
priced at a fair margin of profit. 
The sizes mostly used iu correspond­ 
ence are not listed at all, aDd wbeu 
ordered we presume there is nothing 
in the contract to govern the charge 
therefor. 
The three lines of No 2. 
XXX com prise th e “ m y stic” items of 
this line. 
They are not in the m an u ­ 
facturers’ lists. 
The w riter has dealt 
íd envelopes for many years, b u t save 
in the wonderfully made price list 
adopted by the supervisors ot Amador 
county, be has never beard of No 2. 
XXX Nos. 6 to 14. 
These 
goods 
dedicated to 
the unknow n 
m ana 
facturer are generously listed to the 
county at from 10o to 15a per 1000. 
The lead pencil list fails seemingly 
in the 
same 
category. 
Take two 
sam ples: 
C rocker's recorder pencils 
No. 224 are offered at 10o per gross. 
But another line is smuggled into the 
bid, which was n o t included in the 
advertised 
list, 
nam ely, 
“ 11. 
S. 
(Jrocker Co. peDoil No. 217, per gross 
$4.50.” Ju dg in g from the list Ama 
dor officials must be very tastidious 
iu the m atter ot pencils. 
There are 
no less than ten different kinds list­ 
ed. 
I t will 
form 
an 
interesting 
branch ot this inquiry to find out at 
the close of the contract year how 
many kinds have actually been sup 
plied, and a t what prices. 
We ven 
tu re the prediction th at the 10c per 
gross items will play a very insigniU 
cant part in the transactions. 
'The question natu rally arises. 
WUat 
is the motive in stuffing the list with 
such a mass of delusive stuff under 
the brand of “ stationery su p p lies.’ 
Has it served any useful purpose in 
'th e past? 
CaD it be made to subserve 
the interests ot A mador county? 
We 
challenge any one to give a satisfact 
ory answer to these questions. 
We 
cannot tollow the dips, 
spars and 
angles of the hum an m ind in devising 
this list. 
B ut we can see how 
m ight operate to the advantage of 
one on the inside, and the disad 
vantage of those on the outside. 
It 
might work as a sort ot steering ms 
ohinery, to direct the business in a 
desired channel. 
F o r instance, the 
insider will understand th a t certain 
articles will not be called tor, and on 
such articles he bids a nom inal price, 
like the 7c per ream and 10c per 1000 
envelope propositions. 
B ut suppose 
the outsider should bid on the same 
lay-out, aud should be called upon to 
furnish say “ one ream No. 2 legal 
cap at 12c.” H e m ight respond, “ 1 
d o n ’t know of 
any such artic le .” 
“ Well, you have contracted to fu rn ­ 
ish it for th at money, if it cannot be 
bad, supply the 
grade nearest the 
reto, but at the stipulated p ric e .” 
What sensible business man would 
care to b u tt his head against snch a 
possibility? 
There is nothing creditable in this 
thing. 
i t is.more in the nature of a 
farce, than a sound business proposi­ 
tion, as contem plated by the law. 
It 
is high tim e suoh methods were ex­ 
posed, and we propose to keep on ex ­ 
posing 
them 
u ntil 
the matter is 
placed on “ tair-fo r-all” basis. 
The bidders are n o t blam able tor 
taking advantage of every ioop-bole 
in the advertised list. 
Any business 
man would do so. 
If the fooling 
notice is th rust under their nose, the 
inference is th at it is put out to be 
taken advantage of. 
The supervising 
body must shoulder th e whole blame 
fo this state of affairs. T rue,they may 
not be directly responsible for com ­ 
piling the list, bnt they were elected 
to guard such m atters and they have 
failed to do so. 
Whoever else con­ 
tributed to the muss, they m ust bear 
the brun t of the censare. 


Uncle Bam 
is keeping a thorough 
oversight of all details affecting pre­ 
servation of the forests within the 
boundaries of the various forost re ­ 
serves. 
There is little of the forest 
reserve territo ry within the" lim its of 
Amador county, but from the scru ­ 
pulous care exercised over the small 
area here, we cau obtain a fair idea of 
the general policy. 
An agent of the 
forest service is stationed at Hams 
station,and will rem ain there th ro u g h ­ 
out the sum m er season, to look after 
tho interests of the governm ent. 
His 
duties are of a two-fold character. 
To keep track of the num ber of 
stock pastured w itbiu the reserve is 
an im portant, though perhaps not the 
most im portant, part of bis business. 
Ho has to see th at those who have per­ 
mits to graze do not take more cattle 
than their perm its call tor. 
The fees 
charged will unquestionably have the 
effect of rednoing the m igration of 
stock to the m ountaiu ranges. 
Not 
that the ranges were overstocked in 
past years. 
B ut the item of cost has 
always been a serious question with' 
cattle men in driving th eir band3 to 
the sum m er ranges in the high sierras. 
The season being so sh o rt—not averag­ 
ing more than three m onths—it has 
been a close question whether it pays 
to drive stock such a long distance 
for so 
brief a period; 
w hether 
it 
would n ot be better to arrange for 
pasturage in the valleys. 
At any rate, 
there will be a noticeable decrease in 
the cattle roam ing over the pastare 
lands in the eastern section of the 
county this year. 
Several big bands 
will be missing. 
The fee charged by 
the governm ent for the privilege of 
entering the reserve in the oanse of 
the decrease. 
But the collection of the cattle graz­ 
ing tax, although a vital m atter from 
the stockm eu’s standpoint, is a small 
affair from the governm ent’s view­ 
point. 
It this were all, it is doubtful 
if the forest reserve plan wonld be 
financially profitable. But the agent 
is charged with the regulation of the 
disposal of tim ber within his forest 
d istrict. 
The notion that the creation 
of a forest reserve stops absolutely 
the 
c a ttin g 
of tim ber within the 
lim its of the district affected is an 
entirely mistaken one. 
I t sim ply re 
gulates the cutting of tim ber, 
with 
the object of perpetuating the tim ber 
supply. 
N atural forests are benetfied 
by a judicious ttim im n g process. 
Old 
and m ature trees oan ho snrrendeied 
to the woodman’s ax not only without 
injury to the forest, but with actual 
benefit. 
Hence, the agents of 
the 
forest servive are empowered to d is ­ 
pose of tim ber within the reserves, 
under certain conditions. 
The trees 
to be cut must not be less than two 
feet in diam eter. 
Dead and fallen 
trees may also be disposed ot. 
For 
the privilege of removing 
such tim ­ 
ber the governm ent charges $2 per 
1000 feet, board measure. 
This seems 
a pretty steep charge. 
It is consider 
ably more than private owners have 
been charging for stum page in Amador 
county. 
We have not heard of any 
sales of tim ber on these term s within 
the reserve area in Am ador county. 
But it is reported that the agent r e ­ 
cently effected a sale of tim ber on 
two 
entire 
sections 
in Calaveras 
cou nty —1240 acres. 
We understand 
the terms of paym ent are one-third 
cash before any tim ber is cut, and a 
like paym ent before the second and 
third tim ber crops are entered upon 
This thinn ing out process is beneficial 
inasmnoh as it disposes of surplus 
material, and makes room for the 
young tim ber to attain an a d u lt and 
vigorous growth.

Examining Claims. 


The board of 
supervisors 
meets 
month after month for the linnsactiou 
of couuty business, the maiu part of 
which is the exam ination aud allow ­ 
ance of claiois. 
A mass of hills are 
presented monthly. 
The num ber will 
easily average between 100 and 200 
monthly. 
To carefully 
look 
over 
such a num ber, aud determ ine the 
merit of each would take more than 
one day. 
Onoe in a while something 
tu rns np which carries the idea to the 
publio th at bills are critically e x ­ 
amined, aud the rights of the ta x ­ 
payers saoredly guarded in this re ­ 
spect. 
For instauce, a bill of $8 for 
advertising was rejected iu April, not 
because the work was not done, but 
because it had n ot been reordered by 
the new tax collector when he assum ­ 
ed the duties of his office. 
I t was 
straining at a gnat. 
B a t the incident 
tended to create an impression that 
the board 
was ever watchful ever 
iinaucial affairs, and would see to it 
that the county got a square deal. 
Only the totals ot the bills are p u b ­ 
lish e d . 
The public, therefore knows 
nothing of the items comprising eaoh 
claim, and can form no idea of their 
reasonableness 
or otherwise. 
When 
the bills are paid, they are stowed 
away in the vaults of the tre asu rer’s 
office, aud nothing more is heard or 
seen of them unless some one requests 
to examine 
any p aritcu iar bill or 
bills. 
The law is specific giving the 
right to any taxpayer to examine a 
claim. 
But this" righ t is rarely ex 
ercised. 
Wo have this week tor the purpose 
of solving this question for ourself 
and 
the 
pubio 
generally, looked 
over a num ber of claims^' passed dur 
ing'tbe current year, up To aud id 
eluding the bills of last m onth. 
We 
are posted only in certain lines of 
goods. 
Where 
the firm furnishing 
the article is un der contract with the 
county at stipulated prices, the com ­ 
parison of the prices charged with 
the contract is an easy m atter. Where 
tbe law requires certain supplies to 
be let to tbe lowest bidder, and where 
this law is ignored as m Amador, 
while striotly adhered to other co u n ­ 
ties, it is also a simple proposition to 
compare the prioes paid in Am ador 
under the no-contract and law-defy­ 
ing policy, with the charges estab­ 
lished UDder tho oontraot system in 
other counties. 
The stationery, priDt 
ing and blank book supplies ate sun 
posed to be regulated by com petitive 
bids ann ually,o r by established rates 
which practically 
mean 
the 
same 
thing. 
B ut they are not so regulated 
'The p rin tin g rates, though the short 
comings uf the schedule has been re 
peatedly pointed out, has not been 
properly 
established 
for ovei'3 ten 
years. 
The price 
of record books 
such as deeds, mortgages, assessment 
roll and so forth, has never been sab 
m itted 
to 
com petition 
by public 
notice for at least a like period.

The couuty is a steady loser.

DRIVING THE LOGS. 


Skill and A ctivity of the Expert River- 
man In Action.

This does not mean 
merely that he Is able to stand upright 
or to Jump from one to another with­ 
out splashing in, though even that Is 
no meau feat, as a trial will convince 
you. That Is the kindergarten of i t 
The saw log In the water Is not only 
his object of tabor, but his means of 
transportation. Your true rlverman on 
drive seldom steps on land except to 
eat and sleep. 
A journey down stream Is to him an 
affair of great simplicity. He pushes 
into the current a stick of timber, 
jumps lightly atop It, leans against his 
peavy and floats away as graceful and 
motionless as a Grecian statue. When 
his unstable craft overtakes other logs 
he deserts it, runs forward as far as he 
can, the logs bobbing and awash be­ 
hind his spring, and so continues on 
another timber. Jack Boyd once for a 
bet rode for twelve miles down Grand 
river on a log he could carry to tho 
stream’s bank across his shoulders.

Nor does quick water always cause 
your expert rlverman to disembark.

ROQUEFORT CHEESE. 


How the Green Mold and the Flavor 
Are Produced. 
A cheese expert has the following 
to say about Roquefort cheese: 
“To make Roquefort cheese we must 
have the proper raw material—sheep’s 
milk. 
Of course we have sheep in 
America, but show me a Yankee farm- 
• er who would go to the trouble of milk­ 
ing sheep! 
It is even too much for 
him to milk cows, and It is the stand­ 
ard lamentation of all our farmers 
that the boys, even if they stay on the 
farm, do not w ant to do any milking. 
Before they do such kind of work they 
would rather go to a business school or 
a college where they study agriculture, 
chemistry, etc. 
“How is Roquefort cheese cured? 
The mold in the cheese is produced by 
moldy breadcrumbs which are ground 
to a green dust and mixed in the 
cheese curd. 
The country around 
Roquefort is very rocky. 
The lime­ 
stone rocks are full of crevices and 
caves, which draw in the warm air in 
summer, give it out in winter, and vice 
versa. 
“These caves have been provided by 
nature and improved by cellars that 
have been built in such a way that 
these natural currents of warm and 
cold air pass through them, where 
Roquefort cheese is cured. This Is the 
way that Roquefort cheese is ripened 
and gets its peculiar flavor and char­ 
acter. 
It is all very well for the sci­ 
entists to study the chemical process 
which the cheese is undergoing, but to 
produce this process in an artificial 
way is another question.

“The 
manufacture 
of

the manufacturers did not make much 
of a success. 
Nobody manufactures

grazing on American pastures were 
expected to give better flavored milk 
than domestic goats. It is the climate, 
the special soil, atmospheric Influences, 
etc., which produce the fine fragrant 
grass. The milk of the cows or goats 
or sheep is naturally the product of 
the grass they are eating, the water 
they are drinking, and neither this nor 
the climate nor the country can be im­ 
ported to America—only the product 
which the climate or country produces. 
That is why neither the American 
Camembert nor Roquefort ever has the 
flavor or fragrance of the imported ar­ 
ticle in spite of all the Imported goats 
or imported cattle or even of Imported 
microbes.”—Chicago Record-Herald. 
CAN YOU TELL? 


Precautions Taken to Keep the Gas 
Bag From Destruction. 
It may interest the reader to hear 
something about the construction of a 
big modern balloon and its equipments. 
It is made of w hat is known as bal­ 
loon cloth, which sometimes is of silk 
and is sewed in small sections of about 
a yard square, so that if one of the sec­ 
tions should burst the whole balloon 
would not. collapse and destroy the 
aeronaut 
At the top of the bag is the valve to 
let the gas out when one wishes to de­ 
scend. A rope for opening it runs from 
this valve through the center of the 
balloon to the operator in the basket 
The balloon is filled through the neck, 
and this is left always open, so that 
when the gas expands from the heat of 
the sun or the lesser pressure of high 
altitudes the gas may escape and not 
burst the envelope. 
As soon as the balloon Is sewed to­ 
gether it Is blown full of air and given 
three coats of varnish. Each coat must 
be allowed to dry thoroughly before 
the next is applied, or else they would 
never become perfectly dry, and the 
balloon would be likely to be destroyed 
at any minute from spontaneous com­ 
bustion. This spontaneous combustion 
is not a bursting into flame, but a kind 
of exceedingly quick dry rot. I myself 
have lost three balloons through it. 
Once In my factory we were looking at 
a beauty when some one sniffed the 
air and remarked, “Thomas’ balloon is 
gone.” And so it proved to be. Five 
minutes saw it destroyed—rotten so 
that you could poke your finger through 
It 
Sometimes the balloon is so affected 
in only a few sections, and a man may 
make an ascension thinking his bal­ 
loon is all rig h t Protected by the fine 
netting which envelops the balloon it­ 
self, he may even get up to some height 
before discovering his danger. In for­ 
mer times there were many fatal acci­ 
dents from this cause. 
When a balloon is packed, talcum or 
some other powder is sprinkled over 
the folds to keep them from adhering 
to each other. If this is neglected the 
balloon will be ruined, especially in hot 
weather. 
As I said, a fine netting covers the 
balloon proper both to strengthen it 
and to carry the weight of the basket 
and its contents. All the strands of 
the netting come together In the “con­ 
centrating ring,” just above the basket, 
in which the aeronaut stands. The an­ 
chor and guide ropes as well as the 
basket are fastened to this concentrat­ 
ing ring. 
All modem balloons, 
besides the 
valve, have a rip cord fastened to a 
long patch sewed In the envelope, by 
means of which the balloon can be cut 
in two and brought to earth instantly. 
This is never used except in case of ex­ 
treme emergency and where the basket 
is within ten Or fifteen feet of the 
ground.—Dr. J. P. Thomas in Apple­ 
ton’s.

AN OLD STAGE LINE. 


It Ran From Kansas to California In 
Thirty-five Days. 
“Atchisqn to California in thirty-five 
days; fare, only $200 in gold.” 
This was the heading of an old hand­ 
bill, yellow with age, which a traveler 
laid upon the counter in a railway tick­ 
et office the other day. It was an ad­ 
vertisement of a line of stagecoaches 
that ran from Atchison, Kan., to San 
Francisco during the gold excitement 
of years ago. 
“People seldom stop to think what 
their poor ancestors had to put up with 
in the old_ days,” the man said. He 
was comparing the old time table with 
a modern railway time table, which 
told of the luxuries one could have by 
traveling on that road, no dust, no jar­ 
ring and all other disagreeable fea­ 
tures eliminated. 
The old time table was a double 
6heet of paper, tom and yellow with 
age. It was issued by the Atchison 
and California stagecoach line in 1S57. 
The Inducements it held forth were in 
strange contrast with those of the 
modern railroad advertisement. 
The 
stagecoach line advertised that it had 
recently refurnished the entire “road” 
with absolutely new wagonettes, and 
it told what kind of coaches they were, 
how the springs were made and of 
w hat strength they were. It even said 
that the coaches were painted in the 
“best manner possible.” 
The horses 
that drew the coaches were described, 
too, as the best. 
An inducement that was held out on 
the time table to prospective passen­ 
gers was a stop over privilege. 
“Passengers who had paid their en­ 
tire fare from Atchison or other points 
to their destination,” the paper said, 
“may register with our agents. A stop 
over privilege Is then given for any 
place on the road.” 
The time of the stop over was un­ 
limited. The time table provided tliat 
a passenger might resume the journey 
whenever there was an empty seat in 
the stagecoach. 
“We make quicker time to Califor­ 
nia than any other stagecoach line and 
at a cheaper rate,” the pamphlet stat­ 
ed. It went on to say that for $200 a 
person could ride all the way from 
Atchison, Kan., to the gold fields of 
California. 
“The distance is 1,913 miles,” Was 
stated on the time table, “the longest 
distance ever attem pted by a stage­ 
coach line. 
Atchison to California in 
thirty-five days.” 
A boast was made that there were 
twelve telegraph stations on the road 
to California and that eating places 
had been established along ’ the road 
where good meals could be had at the 
nominal price of $3. Every passenger 
was allowed twenty-five pounds of bag­ 
gage, consisting of wearing apparel 
and other necessary baggage. All over 
that amount m ust be paid for at a rate 
of 30 cents a pound. 
It was advertised that the risk on 
the return trip was very great on ac­ 
count of the amount of gold dust and 
nuggets being brought back from Cali­ 
fornia. 
The company employed only 
the bravest men, fully armed all the 
time. 
But it declined to carry gold 
dust unless paid for at the rate of $3 
a pound. 
The company refused to be 
held responsible for the loss of the 
gold dust by robbers, Indians or other 
means. 
The pam phlet also advertised a fast 
freight line between Atchison and Den­ 
ver. The round trip was made in the 
short space of twenty days. 
To ship 
by this method all merchandise had 
to be wrapped in waterproof packages. 
A package weighing ten pounds could 
be sent by that route for $5. All over 
that weight was sent at the reduced 
rate of $2 for five pounds. 
In Its advertisement for passengers 
to California the pamphlet, as stated 
before, allowed every passenger twen­ 
ty-five pounds of baggage. 
However, 
it advised that as many persons w ish­ 
ed to *take more baggage than' the 
weight limit it would be safer to send 
it to California by sea. 
“And to think that we can get on a 
train tonight and be in Denver tomor­ 
row,” the railroad man said as he com­ 
pared the time tables.—Kansas City 
Star. 


The Old Bedlam. 
Bethlehem (pronounced Bedlam) Is 
the Loudon lunatic asylum. 
It was 
originally founded in 1247 as a priory, 
but is spoken of as a hospital for lu­ 
natics in 1472, and when the church 
was despoiled it was granted to the 
city of London as such an asylum. At 
one time the wretched inmates were 
exhibited to the public like so many 
wild beasts, as Pepys notes in his dia­ 
ry and Hogarth shows in one of his 
sketches. Patients that were harmless 
or half cured were given badges and 
released to beg in the streets. Edgar 
in “King Lear” impersonates one of 
these wandering Tom-o’-Bedlams. 


W hat Chance Had He?

Strange W ays of This Dreaded and 
Hard Biting Reptile. 
Of some of the strange ways of the 
gila monster, that little known crea­ 
ture of the southwestern deserts, a cor­ 
respondent writes: “I have had some 
experiences with Gila monsters and 
can state that, no m atter what scien­ 
tists may claim, the Gila monster is a 
good thing to shun. Indians and Mexi­ 
cans have a horror of it and fear 
It more than a rattlesnake. 
I be­ 
lieve that the bite of the Gila monster 
is dangerous because of the creature’s 
habit of eating lizards, bugs and ro­ 
dents and then lying on sand so hot 
that it blisters the hands and feet of 
men. The heat causes the food to pu­ 
trefy in the stomach, evidenced by the 
fact that the teeth are often covered 
with a fermented, putrefied froth from 
the food. A bite has the same effect as 
the cut of a dissecting knife used on a 
cadaver—in other words, the inocula­ 
tion of a deadly poison. 
“When frightened or angry he can 
move quite rapidly. That short, thick, 
stubby tail is used in jumping, just as 
a kangaroo uses his tail. The Gila mon­ 
ster bites like a bulldog and has the 
tenacity of a snapping turtle. I once 
saw some men teasing a Gila monster 
brought to Tucson. A string was tied 
around his neck. The Gila monster was 
crawling around on the ground, trying 
to get away, but was pulled back by 
the string. This was carried on till the 
creature became furious. The crowd 
around the Gila monster knew nothing 
of his power to spring. Suddenly he 
sprung up and bit a man among the 
crowd on the hand, leaping fully two 
feet from the ground. 
“Another instance, this of a man 
whose chief object seems to have been 
a foolhardy display of fearlessness. He 
was holding one of the monsters in his 
hand by the back of its neck, so it 
could not bite him. He dropped his 
hand to the side of his leg. The Gila 
monster shut his teeth down on his 
heavy duck overalls, taking a double 
piece out where the cloth folded as 
quickly as a pair of scissors could have 
cut the fabric and as cleanly.”—Chi­ 
cago News.

Queer Custom of the Bagas Forehs of 
French Guinea. 
The Bagas Forehs, who live in French 
Guinea, quit life in a manner anything 
tmt commonplace. When a man dies 
his wife and children do not lament 
him.

They prop the body 
up against the house with the forked 
branch of a tree and Invite their 
friends and relatives to come, all of 
whom are furious that one of their 
own has left them. When ail the guests 
have arrived the wife of the deceased 
advances and addresses what was 
once her husband in a way well calcu­ 
lated to scare his ghost away from the 
neighborhood. 
“There now, listen! You’d leave me, 
would you? So you don’t w ant to live 
with me? Why do you do this way? 
Haven’t I always been a good wife to 
you? Haven’t I been a good mother to 
your children? Haven’t your rice and 
fish always been well cooked? Have 
you anything to reproach me with? 
Nothing. Then shall not you go? Cow­ 
ard! 
Traitor! 
You shall not leave 
without receiving the correction that 
such conduct deserves.” 
Then the blows begin to rain down 
upon the poor defenseless figure. Pres­ 
ently the tired wife gives place to the 
children, and they in turn to the rela­ 
tives and friends, all of whom similar­ 
ly abuse it. At length, with a natural 
human impulse, their fury spent, they 
try to make amends to the hapless 
corpse. They bathe It and bury it a 
meter deep Inside the house, and each 
day at the dinner hour the family 
places on the tomb some grains of rice 
and a little palm wine for refreshment

PHOTOGRAPHING STARS. 


W hen Done With Ordinary Camera 
They Show as Lines, Not Specks. 
It is an easy m atter merely to pho­ 
tograph stars. 
The trouble is to pic­ 
ture them as points and not as strenks. 
for as the earth rotates it carries the 
photographic apparatus with it, and 
tiie light from the star makes a line, 
while the astronomer wants a point. 
lie must therefore devise a machine 
that will counteract the movement of 
the earth and so keep the light steadily 
in the same place on the plate. Elab­ 
orate clockwork must turn the lens 
backward to keep It on the star and at 
the same rate as that at which the 
earth moves forward. 
An astronomer at the Yerkes observ­ 
atory at Williams Bay, Wis., is quoted 
in St. Nicholas as saying that “many 
of the most important results of as­ 
tronomy have been derived from the 
use of an ordinary camera. On a clear 
uight_ point one of these toward the 
north pole, and it will be found after 
nu exposure of one or two hours that 
the stars which lie near the pole have 
drawn arcs of circles upon the plate. 
This is due to the fact that the earth 
is rotating upon its axis at such a rate 
ns to cause every star in the sky to 
appear to travel through a complete 
circle once in twenty-four hours. 
Tho mere act of photographing Is not 
much more difficult than a short ex­ 
posure out of the window of a moving 
car. Any one can try it. 
Let the exposure be for at least five 
minutes if the camera is pointed over­ 
head and for at least one hour if di­ 
rected toward the pole star. The cam­ 
era may be left out all night if pointed 
at the pole, but must be taken in just 
before daylight. 
The longer the ex­ 
posure the longer the star “scratches." 
Develop the plate as long as possible.

WORLDb IN THE MAKING. 


Of recent years the observations of 
astionomers have revealed the exis­ 
tence ot a small number of curiously 
shaped stars. 
These strange planets 
are not round like the earth, b d d and 
moon, bat more closely resemble a 
pear or an egg in form. Ten such 
stars are now known to exist, Hve in 
the northern and live in the southern 
hemisphere. 
This may seem a very meager result 
to those who are nnaoqaainted with 
the difficulties that attend tbe search 
for snoh stars. 
But to those who do 
know and understand the difficulties 
the discoveries already made would 
seem to indicate that there are many 
more of these pear-shaped stars in the 
universe than astronomers have yet 
been able to observe. 
The ten stars already discovered, 
though grouped together under tbe 
general title of pear-shaped, repre­ 
sent all degrees of oblateneas. Among 
the most 
marked of these strange 
planets are stars as elongated as a 
torpedo or 
a modern 
oigar-shaped 
balloon, while others are orbs nearly 
spherical in form. 
Heavenly Twins. 
Although 
these straDgely shaped 
lights of tbe sky are called stars, 
they are in reality systems, or, more 
aconrately speaking, twin stars, 
in 
the case of two of tbe ten already dis­ 
covered the component stars are so 
near one another that they touch, and 
at tbe point of contact they ¿merge 
into each other. 
It is very difficult, 
therefore, to say precisely what is tbe 
shape ot these Hgnie of eight stars. 
Such a system must be in a state of 
the most nnstable equilibrium; and 
sooner or later the oentrifngal force 
will prove too great for the slender, 
ever-changing nexus that binds these 
Siamese twins of the sky together. 
Then the conneoting link will 
be 
broken, and two new worlds will be 
born. 
When this takes place there 
will be for both stars a period af 
stupendous unrest. 
From center to 
oircnmfereuoe tne vast bodies ;will 
oscillate in great swelling pnlsations, 
until Anally tbe more powerful of tbe 
two gams oomplete control of the 
other. 
Then tbe leaser of tbe two 
will 
become 
the 
satellite of tbe 
greater, and will revolve[aronnd it, as 
tbe moon airelas about the earth. 
Earth and Moon United. 
It is tbe belief of many of the lead­ 
ing astronomers of to-day that the 
earth and moon 
were once joined 
together in this Siamese-twin fashion. 
There are even those who point to 
the very 
spot 
where one satellite 
broke away from its mother earth. 
They insist that over the vast spaces 
of the globe where the |Paoiflo ooean 
now rolls in loDg silver water-breaks 
tbe moon gathered to itself a separate 
existence. 
Nav, they even tell as 
that beneath the surface of this spaci­ 
ous stretch of sea, folly 3000 fathoms 
deep, may still be found the soars 
whiob mark the place where a world 
was born. 
But tbe truth of this oan 
not be vended until tbe seas run dry. 
When was this wonderful birthday? 
In tbe beginning ot created things is 
abont the only answer that anyone 
has attempted to give. 
But if a more 
positiva answer is required, it may be 
stated that the Sonth African astro­ 
nomer, Alexander Roberts, has assur­ 
ed, yet with some hesitation, and 
with no small nnoertainty, that at 
the 
very 
least 
100,000,000 
years 
measure the moon’s age as a separate 
world. 
It was onoe so near the earth, 
even alter its individual life began, 
that it modeled its monntains and 
seas; bat as tbe years oame and de­ 
parted it drifted farther and farther 
away, till at last a heave of tbe 
ocean, a rising and falling of tides, 
is all the greeting tbe earth has to 
give to its oldest born. 
Worlds in tbe Making. 
A pear-shaped star is a world in the 
formative period; a round globe is 
the finished product of many evolu­ 
tions. 
Tbe 
substanoe 
of 
these 
strangely-shaped stars is as diaphan­ 
ous as a summer cloud, in tbe apaoe 
of a few hours their balk, sometimes 
as muoh as 300,000,000 miles in dia­ 
meter, oontraots and expands through 
a range 
of over a million miles. 
Storm and strain are the spirits that 
brood over their vast, tamaltnona, 
shoreless wastes; there is the cease­ 
less clash of storms, and tbe surge of 
sorely tossed, titanio waves. 
Majestic 
in their spaoionsness, impressive in 
their stupendous 
movements, their 
importance, their hnman attractive­ 
ness and interest lies in their poten­ 
tiality. 
They are the worlds of ages 
separated from the present day by un­ 
accountable centuries of time. 
Our 
own little planet may then be, like 
the moon, a burnt-out cinder, a dead 
world, a desolate land of fierce ex­ 
tremes 
of 
heat and cold.— Uiobe 
Democrat.
